The case Is told of one ]\llll“l' ser-
vice corporation dolng business not
far from New York which had at one
time F32,000,000 fn stocks and bonds,
yet whose plant would not inventory
over $2,000,000, There are plenty of
other similar cases,

There are two excuses for this prae-
tice, One s that no one is deceived,
s0 long as the real value of a corpora-
tion's assets are known through guota-
tion on some stock market. This is
equivalent to saying that a lie Is not a
lie provided evervone knows about It,

Another excuse |s that a company
gtarting business in a growing field
has a right to assume that the growth
of the community and improvement of
the plant will eventually bring the
value of the watered stock up to par.

In so far as a corporation makes bhet-
terments on Its plant, it Is legitimate
to add new stock to represent such
expenditures, But it is hardly fair to
make the peaple pay interest on what
comes as a free gift,

Our big corporations will never com-
mand full confidence until they are
conducted on the same basis of rigid
truth telling as our banks. When a
corporation issues capital stock and
bonds with a par value of $1,000,000,
on property representing only $500,
00 value, the books of that corpora-
tion have got to be doctored to corre-
spond.  Either $500,000 has got to be
credited as “good will,” or u false esti-
mate of plant valuation must be placed
there. Commonly the figures are made
to tell a square lie.

If our corporations would issue
bonds and stock only against actual
property, public confidence wounld he
attracted, The old practice always

means high charges, Widows and or-
phans buy the stock at the inflated val
uation, and a back fire of general stock
ownership opposes any movement to
base rates on the actual value of the
plant.
